In fact it is difficult to understand anybody can see an exception permitted 
by Matthew, because, while he does justify “putting away” of a wife for the cause of 
fornication, he contends “he that shall marry her that is put meer committeth adultery.” 
Mark and Luke speak of the man marrywittg another after putting away his wife; but 
Matthew says nothing of the man marrying another. Hence mere separation was in 
Matthew’s mind. ; 

The State of New York allows absolute divorce only for the miscalled Scriptural 
reason, yet the latest statistics credit New York state with 3,269 divorces during 1916.

churches “during the summer months? I venture to think 
: 1 conception of Christian worship has 


musical numbers, a few verses of Holy Scripture, a prayer of 
perhaps five minutes duration, and an address on some topic 
of popular interest of perhaps fliree-quarters of an hour in 
length, is likely to be daunted by the arriva! of warm weather, 
and to yield to the seductions of the automobile or the front 
porch. The drawing-power of non-Catholic worship, if wor- 
ship it may be called, is not sufficiently strong to overcome 
the other attractions which increase during the summer 
months. The Catholic congregation gathers in fulfillment of 
its obligation to worship Almighty God. Incidentally it is 
given opportunity to hear some instruction in religion or 
morals. And the duty done it is free to spend the remainder 
of the day in harmless recreation. Non-Catholics, at least 
those of the old-fashioned stripe, are not so free to use thé 
Lord’s Day, and some of them are objecting strenuously to 
any One so using it. Yet, oddly enough, it is the non-Catholic 
congregation that shows the most notable falling off in the 
matter of church attendance during the summer. 
THE FRUIT OF THE TREE. 

“By their fruits ye shall know them.” These words of 
our Savior, quoted more probably than any other utterance 
of the Divine Teacher, enunciate a principle whereby the 
good or bad in men or in an institution may be guaged, pro- 
vided allowance be made for a goodness or badness which is 
accidental. When I see a tree laden with none but good 
fruit, I may logically conclude that the tree itself is in perfect 
condition. When I bé@hold a few bad specimens of fruit 
among hundreds of good ones, I must infer that what is bad 
is due to some outward influence rather than to the tree itself. 
A worm may have been at work or an insect sting may be 
responsible. When nearly all the fruit rots on the tree, I 
lose no time in deeiding that the tree itself is bad. 

Many trees would grow up “bad” were it not for the 
fostering care théy receive in infancy; they must be pruned 
and sprayed and fertilized and watered; as they are bent so 
would they grow,Af good influence from the outside were not 
expended on them. 

So it is with{fien. The natural inclination and bent of 
the child is not t become good; this fact is deducible not 
only from Holy Writ, but from the history of mankind cover- 
ing several thousand years. Fostering and continuous super- 
vision over the child by parents, teachers, by religion, is 
essential if the gréwn-nhp man or woman is to be persistently 


When, by clogeracquaintance, I know a man to be clean 
of speech, sober in his lifc, intolerant of unchastity, reverent 
toward things sacted, etc. I am prompted to credit the good 
fruit of his life to*some influence outside the man—usually to 
the religion which actuates his belief and conduct. 

But false religions may claim credit for some good fruit, 
and the true religion may have to own some bad fruit. 

Every Christian sect presumes to foster a love for Jesus 
Christ and to enjoin the ob&Servance of the Ten Command- 
ments. The fruit of one’s life cannot be bad if he faithfully 
keep the Commandments; but it must not be forgotten that 
without the grace of God the Commandments of God cannot 
be perseveringly kept. The spiritual life must not only be 
begotten of grace, but nourished by grace-giving ordinances 
of divine origin. These “means of grace” can be procured 
only from the Church to which Christ Himself entrusted 
them, for no church can supply them of its own power. The 
Catholic Churgh has them in her sacramental system. They 
answer every need of the human soul, and where man puts no 
obstacle in the way of their operation, they produce and in- 
crease supernatural! life and facilitate the habitual perform- 
ance of good works. Sanctity of life is the good fruit on the 
good tree of the Catholic Church.
